In the House of Lords yesterday the 
Royal Assent was given to the Finance 
Act, the War Pensions Act, and the 
Nanru Island Agreement Act. The Over- 
seas Trade (Credits and Insurance) Bill 
passed through Committee. 

Earl Curzon, in the House of Lords last 
night, announced that the Treaty with 
Turkey was lying on the table in Paris. 
The Turks, he understood, would sign it, 
and if they showed a desire to carry out its 


‘terms, the Allied Powers were willing to 


assist them in their effort to reconstruct 
their Empire. 

The House of Commons yesterday agreed 
to the vote for the Board of Agriculture, 
Scotland. 

In a written reply to Mr. Purchase, 
Mr.~Austen Chamberlain states that the 
estimate of the bread subsidy for the 
current financial year was £45,000,000. 
This sum would not be exceeded, and 
might be reduced. 


A deputation representing business men 
of the South of Ireland was received by 
the Prime Minister yesterday.

Peace with Turkey. 


The Turkish delegates have arrived at 
Versailles, and the stage is set for the 
signing of the Treaty of Peace. The terms 
which the Turks are about to accept are 
severe, but not more severe than justice 
demands. The Allies have paid great 
deference to Mo>slem sentiment, and 
have refrained from wresting Con- 
stantinople from Turkey. They have 
left her territory which is larger 
than Spain and three times the area 
of Austria. No indemnity will be 
exacted. It must be remembered that 
in 1914 Turkey played an infamous réle. 
The Allies offered to respect her integrity 
and independence if she would ‘remain 
neutral in the struggle against Germany. 
She was under no obligation to interfere, 
but, in the hope of gain, she joined her 
fortunes with those of the enemy. That 
action cost the Allies a heavy price in 
blood and treasure. Without Turkish 
support Germany could not have continued 
the war for four and a quarter years. 
We cannot afford to forget that fact when 
considering the terms of the Treaty. In 
the light of it the demands of the Allies 
seem almost ridiculously small. It is 


defined a gentleman as any man who wore 
a collar.

Another 
English word for which French has no 
precise equivalent—namely, home—is now 
in current use in France. Its official 
welcome by the French Academy is only 
a question of time.

DISCUSSION AT IRISH FORESTERS’ 
CONVENTION. 


At Wednesday's sitting of the Irish National 
Foresters’ Convention in Enniscorthy a Jetter 
was read from Brother D. Monaghan, President 
of the Banbridge Branch, who is now in Belfast 
Prison, stating that he wished to bring under 
the notice of the Convention the burning of his 
business premises in Banbridge by the Ulster 
Volunteers, in the presence of the military, who 
arrested his two sons and himself. “I have 
nothing left,” concluded the writer. “ All I had 
in the world is gone." 

Brother Skeath, Banbridge, in appealing for 
financial support for the members of the Order, 
who, he said, had been driven out of their em- 
ployment simply because they were Roman 
Catholics, said that the English and Scottish 
delegates and those from the Soutly of Ireland 
could have no conception of the reign of terror, 
the burning and lodting of property that went 
on in Banbridge on the night of the 2lst July, 
after the funeral! of the late Brigadier-General 
Smyth (who was shot in Cork County Club) had 
passed through the town. ‘The Orangemén 
drove all the Reman Catholic workers out of 
their places of employment, burned and looted 
the property and houses of Roman Catholic 
people. Brother Monaghan was a business man 
in a big way. His property was burned to the 
ground, damage being done to the extent of 
£20,000. Roman Catholic workers were driven 
out of the town at the point of the bayonet. 
Last weck employers in the town asked their 
Roman Catholic workers to sign the following :— 
“I hereby Ceclare that I do not belong to Sinn 
Fein. and that I will not support it or svm 
pathise with it.”

Unions had passed a resolution to the effect 
that they viewed with alarm the present grave 
condition in Ireland They declared that the 
efforts of the people of Ireland to obtain their 
politica)’ freedom should not be met by repres- 
sion; that the Scottish Congress was of opinion 
that the only solution of the Irish problem was 
the granting of complete self-government to 
Ireland, the first step towards which was the 
withidrawa! of the Army of Occupation, leaving 
to ihe popularly elected representatives of the 
Irish peopie the responsibility for keeping order 
and carrying on the government of the country. 
The Congress also called upon all affiliated 
organisations to refuse to manufacture or 
handle munitions or transport troops for the 
purpose of repression in Ireland. He 
that the Scottish movement would give furt 
real assistance to Ireland. He was opinion 
that no peace was possible until compftte inde- 
ee had been established in Ireland.
